1 ) The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance is that the cited prior art does not show a 
method of making a formed, dried lignocellulose fiber material consisting of providing a 
lignocellulose fiber pulp slurry of an effective consistency, de-watering said slurry by 
applying a compression pressure under an effective pressure to prevent or reduce the 
formation of fissures and voids within said material, and drying the de-watered material 
at a temperature and pressure to form a shape having a thickness claimed (claims 1 , 
18).
